Two ER sites had a problem with the 5.0.IFPS ingtdl. We have included an explanation of the
problem below aswell asafew UNIX commands that if preformed prior to the beginning of
the ingtdl help prevent this error from occurring. Here is the description of the problem and
steps that can be taken to prevent it from happening:

Overview of the problem:

It has been reported a severa Stesthat the IFPS ingtdl will fail due to the ICWF database
being locked or "currently opened” during the ingtdlation of R5.0 IFPS. So far, it has been
found that this occurs for two reasons. Fir &, the Ste may be running ICWF a the time of the
5.0.IFPSingalation. Second, old ICWF process may be running on the workstation without
the ste'sknowledge. 1n each of these casestheresult will be that the ICWF databaseis
locked and theinstall is unable to rename the database from icwf_ccc to ifps_ccc. The
end result isthat al database related processes of theingal fail.

Avoiding future 5.0.| FPS install failures:
InPart 1 gep 1, it isclearly sated in the ingtal ingtructions to ensure that no users
are currently running ICWF.

The second problem can be avoided by doing the following on each of the workstations:

Type: _
ps -ef | grep ifp

Kill any and all processesrelated to ICWE. It isessentia that no ICWF processes
be running at the time of the 5.0.IFPS ingtall.

Step 6 on page 1-2 needs to be replaced with the following:



A. Now that the IFPS patch isingtdled, you will need to do the following make some changes
before IFPS will work. If you arein daylight saving time, you will need to change the
appropriate file to support this. If you do not know how to do this, call the NCF.

B. Start IFPS.

I Thisis necessary because if you don't start |FPS within a couple of days of the
upgrade, you will run into problems. Specifically, the subdirectory
/datall ogs/adapt/ifps will get deleted and you won't be able to restart
|FPS.

. Smilar, if not use IFPSwithin 3 days, the subdirectory
/datall ogs/adapt/ifps will get deleted.

Problems“i” and “ii” will be fixed in an upcoming patch. If you run into the problem
and can't sart IFPS on aworkgtation, then on that workstation you will need to
recregte the ifps subdirectory. To do this type the following commands then restart
|FPS.

nkdir /datal/l ogs/adapt/ifps
chmod 777 ifps
